He was placed in chains, and 


t h e march to Gaincstown began. 
All along 
the road the people turned out to demand 
that Reed be lynched a t once, but the 
guard sternly declared tha t Reed should 1*3 
taken to the spot where the crime had been 
committed 
and 
there 
be 
punished. 
Sunday morning, after reaching Gaines- 
town, he confessed. 
He said that he had 
no intention of killing the young lady, but 
that his gun went off accidentally 
and 
wounded her. 
Seeing that ho was in for it 
a nywa y, lie beat out her brains with the 
stock of his gun. 
About 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon the captors, numbering by that 
time about 500 persons, white an<l colored, 
took Reed out on the road beyond Dr. J oe 
Smith’s and chained him to a tree within a 
few yards o f the spot where Carrie Royer 
was found dying. 
Lager hands piled light 
wood about the doomed 
wretch, and one 
among the number applied the (lame. As the 
angry tongues of tiro leaped upward the 
negro gave a terrific shriek of agony. 
T he 
smoko and flames enveloped him so quickly 
that the assembly thought he would escape 
what had btea prepared in the way of pun­ 
ishment, so the brands were scattered and 
the man was again in view contorted with 
the pain *>f burning.

Happily the session only lasted five 
hours, but into that spac3 of time the honor­ 
able senators and deputies managed to 
crowd madness enough for a whole week in 
Ik'd lam. 
The ground had been

for M. Grevy, and when at noon the mem- 
t>ers began to pour out of the station into 
the long-deserted avenues oi‘ Versailles his 
re-election was a certainty. 
Over 850 con­ 
vocations had been issued. 
Of these half, 
plus one, were sufficient to assure Mr. 
Grevy's election, but French politicians a ie 
never at a loss for a pretext if l>ent on riot­ 
ing. The Monarchists had gone to Versailles 
for the

Confederate treasury and 
the contents of the Richmond b ank vaults. 
Stepping on the platform of one of the 
coaches, a colored porter met me at the 
door with a whispered, “Mr. Davis in dar.” 
Not only did that train contain the Con­ 
federate treasury , b ut the whole govern­ 
ment—president, cab inet, archives, every ­ 
thing. 
THE ONE DOMINANT FEELING. 
So 1 started southward and homeward 
afoot. 
The railroad 
waa now lined with 
men, all moving in the same direction, and 
no one could have told from any word or 
act of theirs that they were soldier.» of a 
defeated arm y and a Io;t causa, for while 
there was no exultation, there was no de­ 
jection; the oue dominant thought and 
feeling wa« , 
“The war is onded, we are 
going home,” which many had left four 
y ears b efore, and had not even heard from 
in three y ears. 
I caught a freight train ou 
the road and roie into Greensb oro, N. C., 
at ab out midnight on top of a b ox car. 
Getting into a car of a train on a side 
track to sloep, I found it loaded with 
b lanket-, and the sun wai high up b efore 1 
awoke. 
The first thing that greetni my 
sleepy ey es next morning was this; 
In the 
shallow dry ditch not live y ards away stood 
Gen. Beauregard, speaking in a low voice to 
an officer seated on an empty b ox. 
He held 
a cup of coffee in one hand, and gesticulated 
slowly and earnestly with the other. 
Some fifty y ards b ey ond this group, on a 
low hill, stood a very small one-story house. 
It was Johnston’s headquarters. 
On the 
opposite side of the train were a numb er of 
small tires, at which men wore cooking, 
eating, or sleeping. Some genius discovered 
that part of the train was loaded with pow- 
der, and in a short time b arrels were rolled 
or thrown out, the heads kuocke i in, and 
canteens and b ottles were tilled to carry 
home. 
Out of more wantonnoss, b arrels of 
cannm powder were upset, and lay in heaps 
near the tires. 
Remonstrance and warning 
wore received with jeers and ridicule; so I 
got out of my car on the other side, and 
cautioned ono of Gen. Beauregard’s stair. 
I 
had scarcely got to the end of the train, 
whun a pile of the loose powder went off, 
and, fortunately , only one pile. 
The only 
damage was the literal skinning of three or 
four men. 
QUELL! NU INS f B0UD1NATION. 
There were immense quantities of arm y 
supplies stored here, and many of the sol- 
liers sooiiusd desirous of helping themselves.. 
A company of cavalry b roke into a house 
where some lino uniform cloth was stored. 
The guard gave the alarm ; an infantry 
force was doub le quicked to tho spot, com­ 
ing up just as the cavalry wore riding away . 
There was a quick command to halt, a 
*uucy reply , a single shot, a volley , y ells, 
'hots, iiy ing horsemen, somo dead men ly ­ 
ing in the street, and tho danger of an­ 
archy was over. 
And then two men came riding slowly 
down the street, oue in civilian’s clothes, 
the other in full general’s uniform. 
They 
wore Jefferson Davis uni Joseph E. John­ 
ston. 
The latter person seemed calm and un- 
moved, 
b ut 1 shall never forget the agony 
of grief expres» aJ iv Mr. Davis’ faca 
He 
seemed as if he wi 6 ab out to weep as ho 
looked at the fallen men. 
This event re­ 
pressed tfce turb ulent spirit that seemed in­ 
creasing with every new arrival. 
The 
liquor was >eiz*i and destroy ed, rations 
given to all, cloth doled out slowly , all 
Johnstou’s arm y in camp received a small 
amount in specie; camps were firmed, and 
all precautions takeu to prevent tum ult and 
and disorder. 
At la.-t a train was ordered south, and as 
many as could ¡» quoeze into the wretched 
b ox-cars got a ride as far os Charlottesville. 
Just b efore we left a rumor was current 
that Mo* b y had shot President Lincoln; this 
was the first news of the assassination. 
THE PRECIOUS KEGS AGAIN. 
Onward again; no loitering now. 
On­ 
ward, from day IMit. until too,dark to see 


peared to b e the same b aggage car I had 
seen in Danville, and in it was stored the 
same precious cargo. 
Tho 
car was 
in 
charge of Maj. Steele, and although only a 
single sentinel was on guard, still it was evi­ 
dent that there was some anxiety , for two 
or three times in as many day s a cordon of 
cavalry suddenly encircled the car, and 
the precious kegs were hastily loaded on six 
wagons and moved rapidly 'aw ay , only to 
return again in tho same my sterious man­ 
ner. 
I delay ed awhile at this place, feeling 
sure that either our own men or the Feder­ 
áis would seizi tho money . 
Mr. Davis and 
his cab inet were here with a guard of Mar- 
maduke’s cavalry , a detachment of naval 
dudes, and a heterogenous mass of volun­ 
teers. 
Several of tho latter men told me 
that there would b e a scramb le for the 
money as soon as it b ecame certain that it 
could not lie saved from capture; and a 
I part of it did go that way . 
The night b efore they left to march into 
the hands of the Federáis, the specie guard 
was suddenly increased to ab out fifty men. 
At ab out 9 o’clock, while talking to one of 
of them, a tall man on 
horseb ack came 
down the street from the town, and, b eing 
challenged, informed the sentry that he was 
Gen. Breckinridgf, secretary of war. 
“Ah, general,” said the sentry , also a 
Kentuckian, “there’s no Confederacy now, 
OP 
and no war departm ent, and my orders are 
i.trict.” 
That night Breckinridge left Mr. Davis’ 
party , made his wa y to Florida, and es­ 
caped from the country . 
J. P. Benjamin 
left at ab out the same time, I b elieve, and 
next mprning the government had disap­ 
peared—cavalry , marines, specie, and a ll - 
much to the disappointment of a numb er of 
men m Ab b eville and the village ab ove, 
who were discussing the propriety of taking 
possession of the treasure.
